The fact 
that all bridges remained intact proved the wisdom of 
the policy of State Aid Bridges adopted some years ago. 
Fortunately the sotiony of the State in providing 
relief for townsin the fleod area will provide funds 
for the rebuilding of the road with the exception of 
pre fifty of one percent of the valuation, which mst 

@ raised by the town. It is expected that our road 
will be restored to normal by June first.
